1803, I havo been residing with 
my wife and children nt "Newscullea." ubout 20 
miles above Bella Coolla, trudma with the In- 
dians, and during tliut period 1 huvo on sev- 
erul occasions dealt wilb " Annghim" end his , 
tribe — exchanging blankets, pants, gunpowder. and I 
ether articles, for furs and skins— sometimes 
money passing between ua on such dealings. In 
the mouth of April last, my partner, Adam [toss, 
in o-ircpany witn four others, lett Newaeullea lor i 
0ariboo;un their route they w-uid have to pass 
through Anaglilin'a country; I remained at New»- ! 
cullex. I afterwards received a Irtier Irnm Mr. 
Mors st ting Ih.l ho and his parly had bud to buy 
•now-ahuesof tho Anughim uibo and lor which 
four of the parly had paid them fltd each. I 
On or about the 28ih of May last Anaghlm, j 
with "everal of his tribe, camo to my store ut * 
Newsi ulle> and purchased jomc gunpowder, lor 
which he paid me BIS in gold. lie then produced 
another $5 pirce, and desired to have another 
pound of gunpowder, with which 1 unsuspect- 
ingly supplied him, supposing that tin ••gold 
until" had been paid In him by Mr. llnsa and hit j 
party lor the snow-shoes. I assed him ( vnau- 
lin) at the time if he got tho money from Mr. 
Ross, to which he inado no reply, but lurned 
round towards the Indians and smiled. At this 
time I had heard nothing ton. lever of the I)«ti 
Inlet in nacre, and waa in total Ignorance of its 
having taken place.
